year. The Dominicans, whose demands 
that Iheybe permitted "to conduct their 
own affairs without supervision or the 
presence of American troops resulted 
some months ago in this country as- 
suring them that marines would be re- 
moved as soon- as a. stable Government 
was set up, have decided to hold the 
election of an Assembly during 
the 


coming fa.ll. 


The Assembly will meet shortly r.fter 


the election results are announced ant! 
will proceed to approve the occtrpa- 
•tional acts of the United States since 
1917, 
when disturbances in the repub- 


lic compelled this 
country to place 


armed forces on the island. The As- 
sembly also will elect a president and 
drafta treaty with the United States. 
This work is'expected to command .the 
attention of the Assembly throughout 
the winter -months. 


T'.iere is the greatest „ 'interest in 


Washington with regard to the selec- 
tion of a president and certain of the 
•terms of the treaty to be drafted. Sev- 
eral prominent Dominicans are aspir- 
ants for the presidency, "but advices 
received here are to the effect that the 
several political parties in the island 
will support one, and possibly two, of 
these aspirants, 
both of whom 
are 


said to be men of more than average 
ability. The treaty is of. exceptional in- 
terest here, especially with regard to 
whether if will contain a section per- 
mitting this country to use Samana 
Bay as'a naval base. In the opinion of 
naval officials, the 
bay is 
the best 


natural base in the so-called Ameri- 
can Mediterranean. A fleet stationed 
there would come close to controlling 
the Caribbean Sea.'The'bay, used as a 


j base, would be of the greatest advant- 
age in defending the eastern entrance 
to the Panama Canal, 


If the Assembly is elected, the treaty 


drafted and the president chosen with- 
out disorder, the 
Marines 
totalling 


about 1000 in number, will be with-, 
drawn. Much speculation is heard not 
only in Washington but in San Domin- 
go whether the 
withdrawal 
of the 


Marines will be fo!Iowea*by disorders 
and bloodshed, perhaps necessitating 
their return. Officials who have made a 
study of Dominican affairs are uncer- 
tain what the~developments will be. It 
is their opinion that the great majority 
of the Islanders, most of them illiter- 
ates, care little whether the Marines 
remain on the island or not; their one 
desire is to be permitted to work and 
live in peace. The 
active, 
educated 


Dominicans, on the other hand, have 
been insistent during the last year or 
two that the Marines be recalled. ' 


The outstanding question is whether 


these Dominicans, leaders and mem- 
bers of rival political parties, will work 
together for the common good of the 
island or will worlc at cross purposes, 
each striving for control, influence and 
power, if not spoils. Some observers 
believe that they will 
get together, 


citing 
the 
agreements tentatively 


reached regarding the presidency and 
the very apparent Increasing friendli- 
ness toward the United States in the 
last eight months. Others declare that 
the Dominicans are not 
capable of 


governing .themselves, that trouble is 
bound^to.come, that conditions will be- 
come 'as serious as they were in 1917 
and that the -United 
States will be 


compelled to take a hand again.

A Liquor Referendum. 


There is talk now of a "national referendum" on the prohi- 


bition question next year. 


The action of New York state, in repealing its dry enforce- 


ment law and throwing upon the federal government all the 
burden of enforcing the federal laws, has suddenly made the 
liquor issue more vital than ever. Wet leaders contend that a 
wave of reaction against "Volsteadism" is sweeping the coun- 
try. 
Dry leaders contend that the evidence is superficial, and 


that a big majority of the American people, in every section of 
the country, will stand pat on the Eighteenth Amendment and 
the Volstead Act. But nobody knows. 


Congressmen, while naturally disposed to uphold the pres-. 


ent regime, confess that they do not know. Certainty on this 
matter would be an excellent thing for Congress' to determine 
its future'course, and certainty would be also an excellent 
thing for the public, to quiet the confusing clamor and make 
law and conduct harmonize/ 


A referendum, therefore, is desirable. 
But what kind of 


referendum shall it be ? If the issue is forced into the presi- 
dential election, with the Volstead Act championed by one 
party and opposed by the other, there can be no clean-cut de- 
cision, because other important issues will'enter into each 
party vote. Liquor is not a party issue, and cannot be made 
one. 
It cuts through all parties. The only referendum worth 


anything would be one wholly divorced from party politics. 


Congress probably lacks power to authorize an" official ref- 


erendum. Yet Congress might find some way to sanction an 
unofficial referendum, the results of which would be dependa- 
ble enough to determine its future policy and bring an end to 
the Dresent era of confusion and lawless ness.

. Georges Bargbt, the Frenchman who has made the most 
.remarkable contribution to aviation in recent years, is going 
back to France. • He is taking with him the remains of the little 
plane which many experts think may be destined to do for 
flying what the Ford and other small, light, inexpensive cars 
have done for terrestrial transportation. The story is a shame- 
ful one. 


On his flight from New York to Washington, Barbot was 


caught in a blow and brought down, along with the big army 
plane accompanying nim. There was very little, damage done 
in the fall—it was mostly a question of patching up one of the 
wings. But the damage .done by the American public was 
another jftatter. 


Curious people gathered around in crowds and began strip- 


ping the plane for "souvenirs." They cut pieces out of the 
wings and,they-carried away every part of the motor they 
could get loose. In a few minutes the plane was a hopeless 
wreck. Many of the parts taken could not be replaced in Am- 
erica. The inventor had no recourse but to give up his Ameri- 
can tour and go back to France, almost heartbroken. 


He may return later with a complete plane, to finish his 


demonstrations, but there is no telling. If he declines to do so, 
it will be a fitting judgjment pronounced upon a public that 
cannot recognize the difference between legitimate souvenir- 
hunting and vandalism.
